WINDSOR, England, April 23.—(BUP) 
—Princess Elizabeth and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh were invested with the Order of the 
Garter today, 

The ceremony was held in the vast 
throne room of Windsor Castle. It was 
witnessed only by those privileged by vir- 
tue of fheir membership to attend. 

King George touched with a sword the 
shoulders of Elizabeth and Philip, and of 
five noblemen also invested, to bestow the 
order, The others were Field Marshal Vis- 
count Alexander of Tunis, Lord Marlech, 
the Duke of Portland, Lord Cranworth, and 
the Earl of Scarborough. 

According to the best documented le- 
gend, the Order was founded in 1349 when 
King Edward Il was dancing with the 


King fastened them onto the Princess. On 
her left arm he slipped the garter itself. 
On her dress he pinned a costly star, He 
slung a long blue velvet sash with gold 
pendant depicting St. George slaying the 
dragon across her shoulder. It reached 
from the left shoulder to the right hip. 

Finally the King covered his daughter's 
shoulders with a rich blue velvet mantle, 
and over it fastened a golden collar weigh- 
ing almost two pounds. 

Elizabeth joined her mother, Queen 
Elizabeth, Queen Mother Mary, and Queen 
Wilhelmina of The Netherlands as Lady 
of the Garter. Her husband and the other 
noblemen, whose investiture was similar to 
that of Elizabeth, became Knights of the 
Garter, 


Countess of Salisbury. Her garter fell to 
the floor, Unabashed, the monarch re- 
trieved it, slipped it on his own leg, and 
cried: 

“Honi soit qui mal y pense”—“Evil to 
him who evil thinks.” 

His utterance became the motto of the 
order, 

One of those present reported that the 
ceremony today proceeded in this manner: 

The King called out, “Summon the 
Knights-elect.". Those to be invested ad- 
vanced slowly down a long blue carpet to 
the heavy gold throne. 

Elizabeth, the youngest ever so honor- 
ed, curtseyed slowly. She wore a Grecian 
pink gown. The King touched her shoulder 
with the blade and bade her rise,

Neither Russia Nor U.S. 
Could Hope to Win War © 


Despite the increasing talk of 
war and a political struggle that 
under any other circumstances 
would be absolutely indicative of 
war, two things stand in the way: 
The temper of the people in all 
countries; and— of 
what I believe to ' 
be a fact—that 
neither the Rus- 
sian nor the Am 
ericaa general 
staff can plan 
how to win a® 
war against the! 
other 

It is unfortun 
ately true that 
dictatorships do 
not consider 
people 
danger to peace. There was ab- 
solutely no war spirit in Italy in 
May, 1940. But Mussolini had de- 
cided, and that was sufficient to 
carry the country to war in June. 
Hitler's general staff was so op- 
posed to war that its key person- 
alities resigned in 1938. He him- 
self did not want a two-front war 
But he had an ally at his back 
who was gathering up his own 
victories, and revealing thorough- 
ly unreliable features. So he 
had to fight in two directions 

All war is insane, but so are 
some men, and absolute power 
has never been conducive to san- 
ily. 


Allies Not 
Reliable 


In the present situation, how 
ever, neither Russia nor the Un- 
ited States bas any reliable allies.

In actual war Russia's East Eur- 


opean satellites would be a liabil- 
ity. Russia has only their govern- 
ments—a miserable set ot lackeys 


whom the Russian leaders them- 
selves must thoroughly despise. 
Russia does not have their peo- 
ples. In case of war there would 
be danger to the Russians of dis- 
integration from Gdynia to 
Trieste. Anarchy might well 
spread to Russia itself, where it 
is endemic anyhow. 

On the other hand, there are 
enough Communists in Western 
Europe to cripple an American 
war effort. So both belligerents 
would have enemies within their 
lines. Nor would any European 
government, in a showdown, in- 
vite either belligerent .o make its 
country a battleground, Whoever 
struck first anywhere would be 
regarded as the enemy by the 
overwhelming masses of the peo- 
ple 

Russia certainly cotld overrun 
Europe and exterminate non- 
Communists, But just what good 
that would do to her war effort 
is incomprehensible. The essence 
of successful war is organization 
But Communist revolutions’ don't 


organize countries they disor- 
ganize them, Every state Russia 
overran, therefore, would be a 
liability 
Bombing 
Not Enough 

And still the U.S.S.R! would 


have to defeat the U.S. or the 
U.S. would be compelled to de- 
feat the USS.R. This could not 


be done by bombing cities, 


Armies would have to come to 
Srips, and just how they would 
do that neither the Russian nor 
the American general staff can, 
in my opinion, tell even itself. It 


certainly would aot be a short 
war, but a long one. And what 
socia] developments would occur 
in either country during that war, 
no government on earth today 
can foresee with confidence. The 
most likely development would 
be world anarchy in which more 
people would die at the hands of 
murdering, pillaging gangs than 
from organized soldiery and 
bombs, There is such a thing as 
mass insanity 

Neither Russia nor the United 
States could organize what would 
be left of the world after such a 
war, Apart from the physical 
destruction, involving this time 
much of organic life the popula- 
tion the victors would have to 
deal with would be crazed mobs. 
And crazed mobs _ establish 
neither Communism nor any 
other form of organized society 

This is what needs to be said 
in the United Nations, in addition 
to the advancement of a plan for 
the abolition of war—which has 
become an obsolete means of ac- 
complishing any conceivable poli- 
tical purpose. Today war itself 
contradicts Clausewitz, On the 
issue of war every single ideology 
is utterly failing the people. The 
danger to all states, equally, is 
nihilism—the negation of all ide- 
ologies

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Tricks Of 
Landlords 


Editor, Bulletin — The rental 
control is a hardship only to those 
landlords who are unfair in their 
renting methods. If it were not 
for the rental control, few people 
of lower income brackets could 
afford to rent homes. Rents 
would skyrocket beyond control. 

Even with rental controi, it is 
hard to get decent treatment. 
Take the landlord who rents a 
place at thirty-seven dollars and 
gives receipts for thirty dollars, 
or the man who puts in four pew 
boards on the front porch and 
demands an eighteen dollar raise 
for repairs; and so on. 

On the other hand, there are 
some very nice landlords who 
“get along” with tenants in spite 
of the controls. For examplé. 
The landlord who cedes his 
tenant two months’ rent to paper 
and paint the interior of the 
unit, or the landlord who agrees 
to redecorate for five dollars 
raise in rent, or the landlord who 
puts in new plumbing, he pays 
half and the tenant pays half, 
including plumber's wages.

He is confident the 
Marshall Plam will succeed. 

The belief that a strong West- 
ern Europe will be a bulwark 
against Communist aggression is, 
of course, the basis of the Mar- 
shall Plan, And there certainly 
is much to encourage the hope 
of success—notably the smashing 
defeat of the Communists in the 
Italian national elections 

However, we shall make a ter- 
rible mistake if we let optimism 
lessen our fears of Bolshevism. 
As Harriman has observed, it's a 
“greater menace than Hitler was” 
and the Nazi dictator was with- 


in a hair's breadth of conquering 
Europe. 

So long as Communist agents 
and fellow-travellers continue 
their underground efforts to over- 
throw governments the world 
over, just so long will there be 
danger to free men, That's apart 
from any direct military threat 
by Russia. Democracy could de- 
feat Communism on the battle- 
field and still be pulled down by 
Red agents and traitors boring 
from within. 

Still, it's an encouraging fact 
that many parts of Western Eur- 
ope are making good progress to- 
ward economic recovery. This un- 
doubtedly will be speeded up 
greatly as the Marshali Plan 
swings into action, 

The period of greatest danger 
is likely to be during the next 
three or four years, until econ- 
omic recovery has progressed to 
a point which will permit of mil- 
itary preparedness against aggres- 
sion 

One of the most hopeful aspects 
of this situation lies in a fact 
which isn't generally realized. 
This is that Great Britain, while 
in bad shape economically, has 
managed to maintain a well-bal- 
anced military striking force 


manner of conducting city busi- 
ness. 

Isn't it about time a halt was 
called? Fire the men or the fore- 
men; it would be far cheaper to 
put these men on relief and buy 
labor saving machinery. They, 
the men regardless of position, 
should be made to realize that 
the city is a corporation and that 
theirs is a job where the wages 
must be earned. Let them get a 
Job with the best of private firms 
and see how long they would 
last, using the same tactics, 

Who js to blame? Our elected 
men who are looking so far 
ahead that they are oblivious to 
the mud around their knees? 
Foremen who don't know how to 
handle men? Or the fact that a 
city employe is seldom fired? 

Whatever it is, the fact remains 
that it is a criminal waste of 
public funds and should be 
remedied in the same way as a 
private firm would. Produce or 
get out.

It was a nice morning for a 
plane ride, a combination salad 
and Miss Lena Horne. 

1 climbed into the silver plane 
and flew to Seattle Sunday in 
the bright blue world gbove the 
clouds with the Olympics dazz- 
ling white in the sun, The salad 
came in a big wooden bowl and 
there were ripe slabs of toma- 
toes, Miss Lena Horne was some- 
thing out of this world, too. 

I met her at the station in 
Seattle and we rode up to Van- 
couver with the sunset across 
Puget Sound, No man ever had 
a more pleasant assignment. 

It takes a little while to separ- 
ate the two Lena Hornes—The 
Lena Horne who js the warm 
voice from the phonograph, the 
incomparable star on the screen 
and now the Lena Horne on the 
Great Northern railway, a re- 
laxed and gracious person with 
a lively interest in everything 
from Erle Stanley Gardner's 
detective stories to the little 
towns passing outside the train 
window, 

In the ankle-length “New 
Look” and with a broad-brinymed 
white felt hat she looked like a 
Gibson girl with a late summer 
tan, There's a splash of choco- 
late freckles across her high 
cheek bones and pert nose,

turns out to be a slight mis- 
chievous and lively gal who is

In that pleasant four-hour 
journey we talked about a lot of

About the English: “We ex- 
pected them to be cold and re- 
served and thew nearly killed 
us with affection, I love those 
English elevator operators.

She 
said she liked the sincerity of the 
songs. That's as nice a thing as 
one gal can say to another in 
show business—or I guess any 
other business.”

Her whopping success in Eng. 
land and France meant something 
more than merely professional 
conquest. " 

“That opening night in Lon- 
don,” she said. “I'll never forget 
it. In our first number there 
wasn't a sound in the audience, 
Not even a cough or a whisper, 
I was scared, really scared. And 
then when the song was over-~ 
fussa, fussa, fussa—they nearly 
blew us down. It was like com- 
ing home or meeting an old friend 
or something. 

“It was that way all over. You 
know, in America you can never 
forget you're a Negro. You're 
conscious of it. You live with it, 
You never escape. You don’t want 
any ‘tolerance’ or anything like 
that. You want to feel like a per- 
son. That was the way it was 
with us in Europe.” 

“Some of the people in France 
asked me if I would stay as 
Josephine Baker did. Time mag- 
azine quoted me. They said I 
just wanted to get back to my 
two children in Brooklyn. Well, 
it was that, but it was something 
more. I suppose I came back 
because you can't run away from 
challenges I said to myself, 
‘Lena, you're an American. You 
don't have to run away. There's 
everything for you in America.’ 


“I believe in the goodness of 
people’ and not in the evil of 
people,” she continued. “The fine 
thing about America that helps to 
even up all the bad things is that 
these conditions are improving, 
The mass of the people want them 
to improve. It sounds unimport- 
ant to talk about Jackie Robinson 
in baseball, I know. But to us it 
was very big. It was proof that 
things can change. 

“That's why I'd never stay in 
Europe. Especially being a star 
with access to places and people 
who can help. I couldn't reject 
that and feel happy.”

Truman Defies' 
House Demand 


For Document 


WASHHINGTON, April 23.— 
(AP)—The United States House ot 
Representatives demanded yester- 
day a Federal Bureau of Investiga 
tion document relating to Dr. Ed 
ward U. Condon, but President 
‘Truman defied the legislators to try 
and get it. 

The aroused House members had 
voted 300 to 29 in favor of a reso- 
lution directing the Secretary of 
Commerce to hand the paper over 
to the House committee on Un- 
American Activities. The docu- 
ment is an FBI letter about a 


check-up on the loyalty of Dr. Con- 
don, director of the Bureau of | 


Standards. 
MUST BE SECRET 


The committee tried and failed to! 


get the letter by subpoena. Tru 
man backed up the commerce de 


partment, issuing a sweeping order, 


to all govarnment agencies to hang 
on to all records of loyalty inves 
tigations. 

In issuing that order, Truman 
said the loyalty files have to be 
kept secret “to preserve the con- 
fidential character and sources 
of information furnished” and “to 
protect government personnel 
against the dissemination of un- 
founded or disproved allegations.” 
The House committee plans to 

investigate Condon’s activities next 
month. A sub-committee has charg 
ed—and Condon has denied—that 
the scientist is one of the weakest 
links in atomic security. 


ITU and Local 
Violate Law. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(AP) 
—A trial examiner for the National 
Labor Relations Board yesterday 
found the International Typograph- 
ical Union and its Baltimore Local 
12 guilty of violating the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. 

The examiner, William Ringer. 
recommended that the board order 
the ITU to change its inter- 
national “constitution, bylaws, gen 
eral laws, and policies” to conform 
with the law. 

1. Local 12—but not the ITU—has 
refused to bargain, and the parent 


organization has required local 
unions to refuse to bargain. 
2. Both the ITU and Local 12 


have coerced or restrained em- 
ployees by requiring them to be- 
come ITU members as a condition 
of employment. 

3. Both the international and the 
local have tried to cause employers 
to discriminate against non-union 
printers.

Keep your knees stiff, Now 
raise your trunk and bring your 
arms to the sidewise, shoulder 
height position, pulling back with

Be sure that your arms are 
exactly shoulder height as you 
pull backward with them and 
that you also lift your ribs, If

OTTAWA, April 23.—(CP)—J. S. McLean, president 
of Canada Packers Ltd., and prices committee counsel H.

PRICES BROUGHT OUT 

“Have I at any time shown any 
indication of misleading you?” Mc 
Lean asked warmly. “Pleasg don’t 
Gay that.” 

Earlier he had told Dyde that: 

“| think you're being a little too 
abrupt with me.” 

Dyde had drawn attention to 
the company’s wholesale pices of 
$25 a hundredweight for beef on 
Dec. 3; $26 on Dec. 10; $26.50 on 
Dec. 17; $26.50 on Dec. 24 and $28 
on Dec, 31, 

He asked {f the company’s profits 
at this time were not the result of 
the rising price. 

McLean replied 

“No, not at all.” 


HALF-HOUR DUEL 

This led to a half-hour duel be- 
tween the witness and the commit- 
tee’s counsel 

McLean attributed the company’s 
profits at the time to the heavy 
volume of meat it was handling 
He pointed out that in the period 
from the end of last year’s packing 
strike until the end of December 
wholesale prices declined at some 
times, as well as rose. He said pro- 
fits were probably higher at the 
period of low prices than after they 
had risen. 

“If that was so, why 
faise the price?” Dyde questioned 

McLean said it was because the 
market was advancing. 

“Do you mean you were paying 
the farmer more?” Dyde asked. 


“Yes.” 


Dyde then quoted from the Week- | 


ly Livestock Marketing Review to 
show that the price farmers were 
receiving om Dec. 27 was $14.74 a 
hundredweight and that by Dec. 31 


it had fallen to $14.54—-a 20 cent 


drop 

“The drop in deliveries from early 
to mid-winter led to an advance in 
the price of cattle which automatic- 
ally led to an increase in the price 
of beef,” McLean explained 

Dyde again referred him to the 
figures for Dec. 27 and Dec. 31. It 
was at this point that he told the 
witness not to mislead the com-

He agreed to obtain the prices his 
company paid for “red brand” beef 
at this time.
